The best variety i:; the nne that pro- 


duces the highest yield of sound corn 
per stalk, where the stalk grows un- 
dt.- avrrage ccnrfitions of spacing and 
1'^rtility. and may not necessarily be 
the variety which produces the most 
uniioim ears, says Mr. Burleson. Seed 
i)iat is locally adapted is better than 
seed from some far away place. 
In 


the cotton belt, prolific varieties us- 
ually yield better, a scmiprolific va- 
riety, is also well adapted to Ar- 
kiinras.

should be selected as will be needed, 
so that the most desirable ears may 
bs used for seed, Mr. Burleson sug- 
gestt.
